searched the men and found Communist leaflets in their possession^ 
whereupon they were arrested and placed in custody at the Bangkok 
Police Station. After a few weeks in custody,, Tiang and his coni" 
panions were released., charges were not pressed, and they were re~ 
instated in their positions with the Ministry of Education; however 
they were assigned to new areas „ 
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
